But the patients (Or 
propasiti or clients, whatever you eall them) often mak 
notes about these features themselves. I have never known 
anyone, object to the schedule, which saves a vast amount of 
time and serves the useful puvpose of making the patient 
take in the pedigree as a whole. 

Your article on eugenics. I can add nothing to what I 
have already written in books which are in your possession. 

I vefer to the book on Galton (particularly pp. 283 - 317) 
and the avoirdupois book World Population and Resources 
especially pp. 288 - 292. Osborn’s book Preface to Eugenics 
hers should also provide an abundence of vigorous stimulus. 
Much more than my books. His idea of (what I call)erypto- 
eugenies is, I am sure, sound for the USA. ‘You seek to 
fulfill the aims of eugenics without disclosing what you are 
really aiming at and without mentioning the word. You will 
find something about this in the next (April) issue of our 
Eugenics Review which has been badly held up by the printer's 
strike.
